Cllryttautliciuiun Culture. 


According to Median's Monthly, Phila- 


delphia (devoted to general gardening arid 
wild Bowers), it is au error to pinch back 
chrysanthemum shoots in order to make She 
plants bushy at a late period of their growth, 
as this late pinching results in comparatively 
small flowers. 
One of the best chrysanthe- 


mum-growers in the country gives the plants 
tho'u potting on the 20th of June, and never 
pinches back the shoots after the 10th of 
July 
Water is never given, unless the 


indhidual plant requires it whereas many 
cultivators 
dash 
water over every pot 


whether the plant needs it or not. A good 
syringing, however, is given all the plants 
every evening after hot, sun'.y days. Liquid 
manure is given after the flower-buds appear; 
but not oftencr than two or three times a 
Vecl . Kerosene mulching or tobacco-walcr 
is given with the syringe, about once in five 
day.s to keep down the black fly. 


Bread by Weight. 


"You will sell bread by weight or not t,t 


all" was the order of the Market Commis- 
sion -r at Reading, last Monday. 
This order 


will go into operation on January 1, and 
thoso who refuse to obey it will simply be 
driven out of the business. 
The bakers arc 


in i;rcat consternation. They understand 
that it means a big reduction in the price of 
the poor man's loaf. They have fought a 
reduction all along, on the ground that al- 
though the price of flour was lower they had 
not made any more money. Times have 
boor hard, they say, and bad debts have 
piled up simply because many customers, 
being out of work, arc unable to pay. 
The 


action of the Commissioner is taken under an 
old Act of Assembly passed in 1797, which 
direjts that all bread shall be sold by the 
pound, and imposes a penalty of $10 for 
every violation. The law has been a dead 
letter for generations and its enforcement 
would work a revolution in the baking busi- 


Horsc TlileveB In H-nlmevllle. 


Horse thieves are unusually active in this

HID Ninetieth BlrtUduy. 


Ex-Senator William Kiuscy, one of Hie 


lie-t known residents, not only of Bristol, 
his native town, but of Bucks county, Thurs- 
day celebrated the WJth anniversary of his 
birth, 
lie is still hale and hearty notwith- 


standing a recent illness, and is able to read 
without glasses. Mr. Kinsey was born in 
Bristol, November 22, 1804, in the old home- 
stead, on Cedar street, which still fctands, 
arid on tl.e site of which he hopes to live to 
see erected a handsome Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 
He has signified his intention of 


contributing $1000 towards that 
object. 


During his long life Mr. Kinsey has served 
in tho various offices of the borough govern- 
ment. 
He was postmaster for three terms, 


and burgess of the town for seven terms, 
while he was a councilman for fourteen 
terms. 


In 1802 lie was elected to the fctate Senate 


for three years, and proved to be one of the 
ablest speakers of that body. 
At the break- 


ing out of the Civil War he assisted in rais- 
ing it company of volunteers, and went to the 
front as a member of the company, lie was 
also a frequent contributor to various news- 
papers, and has written largely on matters 
of local history. 


Mr. Kinsey is one of the oldest members 


of the Bristol Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and one of the oldest Free Masons in the 
State. 


In politics he has always been and still is 
Democrat. 
Thursday, in company with 


the trustees of the Bristol church, he visited 
Philadelphia to ariange for the sale of a 
property left to the church, so that the 
church at Bristol can use the proceeds in 
tlie election of its new edifice. 


On Thursday, the venerable ex-Senator 


eceived calls from many of the older resi- 
dents of Bristol, while the trustees of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church presented him 
with JiumlHomuly ongroBHod I'oaollltioIlH.

YOUR THANKSGIVING TURKEY. 


Seven-tenths of the carving of a turkey 


depends on beginning properly. 'Ihe first 
consideration is your chair. As the truly 
artistic carver never stands up, you should 
be sure the chair is high enough to bring 
your elbows at least to the level of the table. 


Then as to the tool: a good broad-bladcd 


carver and a strong two-pronged fork are 
necessities ; but a small, shavp-pointcd game 
carver may be found very useful in separat- 
ing the joints ; and to reach the dressing a 
Urge silver spoon is needed. 


Having tlie fowl before you on its back, 


with the neck toward your left hand, first 
insert the fork in the breast, about midway 
between each end of the turkey : this will 
be far enough back not to interfere with the 
carving of large slices of the white meat. 
Now, holding the knife firmly with the 
right hand, the forefinger extending over 
the back of the blade, sever the drumsticks 
from the second-joint at one cut. 
This is a 


much neater method than to first separate 
the whole leg from the body. 
The next cut 


is between the thigh and the body down to 
the back, then through the skiu around to 
tho leg-joint; the thigh may then be easily 
removed. To loosen the bide-bone insert 
the point of tbe knife between it and the 
back-bone, and give the blade a sharp twist 
outwards ; another way is to put the fork 
into the side of the fowl away from you, 
turn the breast toward you, and then separ- 
ate the side-bone by a cut from the pope's 
nose forward. - 


Reverse tho turkey to remove the otlicr 


joints and second side-bone. A sharp stroke 
across the back divides the pope's nose, and 
another firm stroke is usually sufficient to 
divide tho back from the breast, if desired ; 
the breast may then be turned and split in 
two from the inside. Some, in fact many 
good carvers, however, prefer to cut the 
meat from the breast and leave the skeleton 
intact. The first thin slice from the breast 
carries with it the wing, .vhich separates at 
the shoulder. 
It will be found easier to 


slice the white meat if tbe wish-bone, which 
may be easily located, is first removed. 


But to know how to separate the turkey 


into portions is not the whole of the art. 
Good serving is as essential a part as good 
carving, but many who have mastered the 
first process make a sad bungle of the second. 
A cardinal mistake, although a very frequen 
one, is to carve almost the entire fowl before 
commencing to serve. 
The pile _of warm 


plates should be placed conveniently at youi 
left hand, and the first one should be tilled 
and removed as soon as you have separated 
one or two joints. If you continue thus, 
placing upon a plate with a little dressing, 
each portion as soon as separated from the 
turkey, tUo table will be more quickly 
served, and you will not be embarrassed, ia 
your carving, by a very full platter.

Hoiv Allan Plukt'rtou Thwarted the 


l^lrst Attempt to As«MiH»iii»te Lincoln. 
Out of the archives of the Pinkervon De- 


tective Agency,Cleveland Molfell has brought 
to light a detailed story of the plot to assas- 
sinate Abraham Lincoln on his way to Wash- 
ington lo be inaugurated President in 1801. 
History, as every one knows, has recorded 
tbe fact tuat^. such an attempt WUB antici- 
pated, and (hat Lincoln changed the plan of 
his journey so as lo pass through Baltimore 
at night, and, 90 far as the public was con- 
cerned, iu ecrjt. 
Moffett gives us in Mc- 


Clure's Magazine, November, a connected 
and dramatic account of the journey and the 
developments immediately preceding it. 


The narrative opens with a conference in 


the St. Louis Hotel, Philadelphia, on the 
evening of February 21, 1801, between Nor- 
man B. Judd, of Chicago, one of Lincoln's 
closest fiicnds, Mr. Folton, president of the 
Philadelphia, 
Wilmington 
and Baltimore 


Railway, and Allan Pinkerlon,'the already 
famous detective. 
They tallied over the 


revclalions of the plot to assassinate Lincoln 
on his way through Baltimore, which had 
bi'cu unearthed by Pinkertou's agents, and 
then proceeded to the Continental Hotel, in 
the rarlor of which Lincoln was holding a 
crowded reception. They secured a private 
room, tint) aoitt a mo«««g«—to Mr. Iiiuoulu to 
come to (he room at once, to which he 
promptly responded. 
Mr. Pinkerton ad 


dressed Mr. Lincoln as follows: "1 have 
reason lo know, Mr. Lincoln—Ihe very best 
reason—th.-.t there is a plot to assassinate 
you Ihe day after to-morrow, on your way 
through Baltimore. I have come here in 
that connection.'' 
The President-elect re- 


ceived the startling news calmly enough, 
and the detective proceeded to tell how the 
plot was discovered. 
It had first taken the 


form of a plot to destroy propel ty on tho 
Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and 
Baltimore 


Railway, to prevent the President's reach- 
ing Washington, and to prevent also tho 
massing of Federal troops at Washington. 
Washington was then to be seized and Seces- 
sion declared. President Fcllon, of the rail- 
road, had called iu Pinkorton's services, and 
he had discovered, through his agents, that 
the plot involved also the assassination of 
Lincoln. The narrative proceeds as follows: 


" On February 9, Mr. Pinkcrlon learned 


on reliable authority tliat a distinguished 
citizen of Maryland had joined with others 
in taking a solemn oath to assassinate Mr. 
Lincoln before he should reach Washington. 
On the eveninp of February 8, twenty con- 
spirators in Baltimore had met in a dark 
room to decide by ballot which one of them 
should 
kill tlie President as hu passed 


through (he city. It was agreed that the 
lask should be entrusted to that one of their 
number who should draw a red ballot. Who- 
ever was 'bus chosen was pledged not to 
disclose the fact, even to his fellow con- 
spirators. 
To make it absolutely sure that 


the plot would not be defeated at the last 
moment, by accident or cowardice, eight 
red ballots instead of one were placed in 
the box from which they drew, unknown to 
the conspirators themselves, and eight de- 
termined men regarded themselves as thus 
chosen, by high destiny, to rid the country 
of an infamous tyrant. 
So they professed 


to believe, and their plans for the assas- 
sination were perfected to the smallest de- 
tail. The hour of the Prisidjut's arrival 
in Baltimore was well known, and the litie 
of march to he followed by his carriage 
across Ihe city had been announced. In 
case there should be any change in Ihe pro- 
gramme, agents of ihe conspirators in the 
various Northern ci(ies passed through by 
the Presidential party were ready to apprise 
them of (he fact. 
There would be an im- 


mense crowd iu £ulliniore at the Culvert 
street station when 
Mr. Lincoln arrived, 


and it was a Dialler of common knowledge 
that the Baltimore chief of police, George 1'. 
Kane, was in sympathy with the conspirators, 
and had promised to send only a small force 
of policemen to the station, arid to furnish 
no police escort whatever through the city. 
As soon as the President should leave the 
train, a gang of roughs was to start a fight 
a few hundred yards away, and this would 
serve as a pretext for Ihe police force lo 
absent themselves for a few minutes. During 
this time the crowd wouhi close around the 
haled Northerners, pushing and jostling 
them, and in the confusion some one of the 
coiidpiiators wou'd strike tho deadly blow or 
lire the fatal shot. Each man was left free 
to accomplish the murder either with dagger 
or pistol, as he saw fit." 


Confirmation of the plot had also been re- 


ceived from Miss Dix, a well known Southern 
philanthropist, and it was then proposed to 
Mr. Lincoln lo sUirt at once for Washington, 
and thus "steal a march" on the conspirators.

"Gentlemen, I appreciate lhe«c sugges- 


tions, iui I while I can sland anything mat 
is necessary in the way of misrepresenta- 
tion, 1 do not feel that 1 ean go to Washing- 
ton to-night. 
I have promised to raise Hie

Hall to-morrow 


morning, and after that to visit the Legisla- 
ture at Harrisburg. 
These two promises I 


must fulfill, whatever the cost, but after that 
I am ready to accept any plan you may 
adopt." 


Finding Mr. Lincoln lirm in this resolve, 


his friends adjusted their plans accordingly, 
calling in to their conference G. C. Francis- 
cus, general manager of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and E.'S. Sanford, of the American 
Telegraph Company. On the following day 
Mr. Lincoln raised tho flag over Indepen- 
dence Hall, and proceeded to take the 
special train that was to convoy him to 
Harrisburg. 
Ou the way to the train, he 


was intercepted by Frederick W. Seward, 
son of Senator Seward, bearing dispatches 
in regard to the plot which had come lo the 
Senator's 
knowledge 
from 
independent 


sources. On reaching Harrisburg, the Presi- 
dent-elect, in the evening, was in attendance 
at a public dinner given in his honor. It 
Lad been planned that he should quietly 
withdraw from the dinner at a 
without arousing suspicion, as 


whispering lo Governor Curtin a hasty ex- 
planation, called upon him to assist in Ms 
departure. 
Grasping the situation in n 


moment, Governor Curtin made some remark 
to the cfl'ect (hat tho President wus suffering 
with a headache and would withdraw to his 
room for a moment. Then, giving Mr. Lin- 
coln his arm, the two men passed out of (1 e 
dining-room and walked down the hull o 
tho front door, where Mr. Francisous, goner, I 
ngeut of the Pennsylvania toad, was waiting 
with a closed eurri g1. The President did 
not go lo his room at all, not oven to get h s 
hat and overcoat, but stopped quickly into 
the carriage just as ho had been at tho table, 
covering his head with a hat of sofi wool 
that he drew from his pocket. 
Later orj 


duiing tho journey, Mr. Franoiscus gave the 
President his own overcoat, and thus attired, 
without any disguiso whatever, Mr, Lincoln 
made [he journey to Washington. 


;To disarm suspicion among those who 


saw Mr. Lincoln get into the carriage, Gov- 
ernor Curtin entered after him, giving in- 
structions in a !o id voice to Ihe driver to 
take tlioin to the Executive Mansion. 
Mr. 


Francisous, seated on the box-seat, whispered 
to the driver what to do, and the carriage 
did go the Kxeiuiive Mansion, but only 
stopped there a moment and then drove on, 
no one having left it. 
They then drove 


directly to a road crossing at the lower end 
of Harrisburg, where tho superintendent of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad had, at Mr. 
Pinkerloti's request, provided that a locomo- 
tive and passenger car should be waiting. 
The only member of tho party who accom- 
panied Mr. Lincoln and Governor Curtin in 
the carriage was Ward II. Lamon, it. having 
been decided that all the others should re- 
main in llarrisburg over night and keep 
themselves as much as possible in evidence, 
so as to confirm the belief that the President 
was iu the city. 
Colonel Sumner, slaunch 


old soldier, who had sworn lhat he would go 
to Washington with Mr. Lincoln, win only 
prevented from gelling into tlio carriige by 
a clever ruse of Mr. Judd's, which made the 
colonel violently angry for the moment, but 
which ho afterward forgave, recognizing its 
wisdom. 


"H was about dusk when the carriage 


reached tliu special train, consisting only of 
a singU passenger car iu which the lamps 
were left unliglited, so extreme were the 
precautions taken. 
Mr. Lincoln stepped 


aboard Ihe (ruin first, followed by Messrs. 
Franciscus, Lamou and Enoch Lewis, \nd 
immediately (he signal was given lo (he 
engineer, and the tram started for Phila- 
delphia. 


"In addition to Ihe engineer and firemen, 


the only persons who rode on (his special 
train with Mr. Lincoln from Harrisburg lo 
Philadelphia on the evening of February 22, 
1801, were Ward II. Lamou; G. C. Francis- 
cus, divisiou superintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania; Enoch Lewis, general superintendent, 
T. E. Garrell, general baggage agent, and 
John Pitcairn, Jr., in charge of a special 
telegraphic instrument, provided in case of 
any accident on the way." 


Mr. i'inkerlon had taken the precaution 


to arrange with the telegraph officers in 
Philadelphia to step all despatches from 
Harrisburg excepting those for himself, and 
followed this up on the very eve of deparl- 
ture by detaining a lineman, accompanied 
by Superintendent Webtervcll, to cut the 
wires over the Northern Central Railroad to 
Baltimore. The train reached Philadelphia 
again wilboul incident, and the trip to Wash- 
ington 's described as follows: 


"The train drew out of the Philadelphia 


station at 10.55, having been delayed live 
minutes for tlie delivery of the 'important 
package' into the hands of Conductor Lilzen- 
burg. 
As a matter of fact, this package 


ccntained nothing more important than a 
bundle of old Now York Heralds, but it 
served its purpose admirably well in allaying 
any suspicions. As soon as the train had 
started, Mr. Linclou partially undressed, 
and was soon sleepting quietly iu his berth, 
ID troubled by any thought of the dangers 
iroimd him, Leaving his 'invalid friend' 
under the protection of Kate Waru and 
George U. Bangs, who were both armed and 
would have shot every soul on the train 
ather than let a curtain of the President's 
boith be disturbed, Mr. Pinkertou himself 
took up his station on the rear platform, 
from which he could readily receive tho 
signals he had arranged for with the guards 
stationed at all danger points along the road. 


"Mr. Pinkerton had been informed by his 


operatives scattered through Maryland that 
three companies of railroad men had been 
drilling for weeks wish tlic alleged purpose 
of protesting the properly of the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad, 
but really with the intention of burning the 
bridges, cars and ferry-boats, as soon .-is the 
proper moment should arrive. It was pos- 
sible, therefore, that these despurate men, 
if through treachery or in any unforeseen 
way they had Icarucd of Mr. Lincoln's 
hastened departure, would altempt to burn 
the bridges, place obstruction!) on the track, 
or in some other way stop the progress of 
the train. Therefore, Mr. Pinkerton had 
taken the most elaborate precautions in view 
of such an emergency. At his suggestion, 
the railroad officials had stationed gangs of 
trusted men at the various bridges, which 
they were supposed to be painting 
and 


whitewashing; and, us a matter of fact, they 
did give the bridges a complete white coal- 
ing of a preparation to render the woodwork 
fire-proof. Tlieir greatest usefulness, how- 
ever, was as a loyal force in case they Hhould 
be needed. 
In addition to these, Pinkerton 


bad placed a man fully armed at every 
bridge and cross-road through the entire 
dangerous region, and as the train rolled by, 
each one 'of these sentinels, as instructed, 
flashed signals from the dark lantern hang- 
ing at his waist to Ihe tireless chief on the 
back platform. 


'"The most critical point in tlic journey, as 


Mr. Pinkerton- felt, was Havre dc Grace, 
where the train would be taken across the 
Susquehauna on a ferry-boat, and here he 
had posted the deUjciive in whose zeal and 
abilities he trusted beyond everything, the 
dauntless Timothy Websler. 
As the train 


drew near this point and began to slow up 
for the ferry, Mr. Pmkertou's heart bcal 
quick, and he strained his eyes through the 
darkness for the hoped-for signal. 
It came, 


two flashes in quick succession, telling him 


infiin y, tho defective braced himself for tlio 
final onsis. What would happen here? Had 
any suspicion got abroad of tho President's 
arrival 1 If an nltaok was made, would 
they be able to defend him 1 
All these 


thoughts ran through his mind a« the lights 
of the city came in sight, 


•It was half-past throe in tho morning 


when the train drew up in Ihe Baltimore 
Minion, just on lime. The platforms were 
empty, the city win o.slecp, the conspirators 
had suspected nothing, the danger was past. 
The run on to Washington was made without 
accident or event, and at 8 A. M. Abraham 
Lincoln, loaning on tho arm of Allan Piuk- 
erton, left the train and was received by 
William H. Keward and General Winfield 
Scott, who gripped his hand with a Kr»8P 
much the stronger for tho anxiety they had 
felt. 
Mr. Scwurd's words were: 
" '1 was never so glad to see any one in 


my life as I am to see you thin morniug.' "

In the year 1840, in 
the town of Banos, died old Morales, a 
vigor jus carpenter to the end of his life, 
who was well on in years and the steward 
of tlu Jesuits when they were expelled from 
their property in 1707. In 18C8 a witness 
in a j udicial trial was proved to be 140 years 


old, 
Laving been born on the night of the 


great earthquake which destroyed the old 
town of Ambato in 1098. 
How much 


longer this man lived, who was cradled by 
an earthquake, is not yet reported. Mexico, 
notwithstanding its levolutions, is equally 
favorable to longevity. In the state of Vcia 
Cruz there died a man in 18'J8 who was 137 
years old. That he was carried off prc- 
matu) ely we have reason to suppose, for o^ 
Teluc.i, where the register is officially and 
carefully kept, there died only a few years 
ago r. man

Numerous cases ore on record 
whore, under similar circumstances, the 
deepening of the well has resulted in com- 
plete failure. It will be readily understood 
thnt in such instances increased boring 
has carried tbo well through tho nonpor- 
ous rook upon which tho water bearing 
layer rested, thus allowing tho water to 
escape. With the Bourne well, however, 
the deepening of tho bore hole had tho de- 
sired effect, for at a depth of 120 tcet the 
outflow increased to 1,800 gallons per 
minute, or no less than 2,592,000 gallons 
per day.—Chambers' Journal.

First XJn« of Potatoes In Ireland. 


In the garden adjoining his house at 


Youghal Balolgh planted the first potatoes 
ever grown In Ireland. Tho vegetable 
was brought to him from the little colony 
which he endeavored to establish in Vir- 
ginia. Too colonists started in April, 
1685, and Thomas Harriot, one of their 
number, wrote a description of tho coun- 
try in 1687, Ho dosuribcs a root which 
must have been tho potato: 


"Oponnnk nro a kind of roots of round 


form, eomo of the bignoiao of walnuts, 
some farro greater, which ore found in 
moist & iriarlsh grounds growing many 
together one by another in runes, as though 
thoy wero fastened with a string. Being 
boiled thoy aro very good meat." 


Tho Spaniards first brought potatoes to 


Europe, but Knlclgh was undoubtedly the 
.first to Introduce tho plant into Ireland. 
—St. Nicholas.

Bow They Are Caused and Avoided In 


Window Tight Booms. 


Several years ago in tho fall of the year 


I was sick for weeks, and when at last I 
was able to sit up I sat in my sitting 
room, which faced tho northwest, during 
tho daytime, and wishing to snxi the pass- 
ing I had my place near a largo window. 
Tho room had an open grate, also furnace 
heat, and the thermometer easily register- 
ed 70 to 76 degress, but with all this 
warmth there was a draft, as I chought, oc 
on my head and neck. 


Every one said tho cold air came In at 


the window sash. I sent for the weather 
strip man, and of course he discovered, or 
thought he did, the cause and put on his 
rubber molding so that tho sash when 
closed was tight. 


"Now," ho says, "you will have no 


more troublo in that direction." 


Tho next cold snap the 8am<3 old gale of 


wind appeared. When my doctor came In, 
I spoko to him In regard to it, when ho 
informed me that It was net tho cold air 
from outside that I felt, but tho warm air 
of tha room, which wont to the top of the 
window, struck tho cold glass, cooled and 
then "fell down" as the cold air would 
had not tho casing been airtight. He then 
Bald, "Drop your curtain about one-third 
and keep it there."
